and Quarters within Ten days next after publication hercof, notwithſtanding ſuc! 
Licenſe. And We do allo Order and Command , That nor any of the Officers 
aforclaid ſhall depart from their relpetive Commands or Quartcrs,without Licent. 
firſt to be obtained from the ſaid Lord Lieutenant,or in his ablence.from Lis. And 
We do hereby Declare, Thar if any of the ſaid Officers ſhall negle& to repair to 
their reſpe&tive Commands and Duties, as aforeſaid, or ſhall afterwards depart from 
the ſame but by ſuch Licenſs, as aforcfaid, ſuch Officer ſhall be diſmifled from his Im- 
ployment in His Majeſties Army : Whereof We require all perſons whom it mav 

any way concern to take notice.
